If  you  are  an  ola  patron,  review  the  list  and  ask  to  have  discontinued  any  titles 
you  no  longer  need.     Send  slips  for  any  additional-  periodicals  you  may  need,  but 
please  do  not  submit  requests  for  periodicals  you  are  already  taking  and  wish  to 
c  ont inue  r  e  c  e  ivinr, . 


Periodical  loan  rules 


Any  employee  of  the  Department  may  receive  periodicals  regularly  simply  by  asking 
to  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list.     (Because  of  the  length  of  routing  lists  some 
periodicals  are  a  bit  old  before  they  make  the  rounds.)
